Income . — As compared with the previous year, our gross income from all 
sources shows a decrease of £416. Rents are reduced by £88, Dividends by £260, 
and Miscellaneous Receipts by £68. For the reduction in rents the Dungannon 
Estate is mainly accountable. More than a year’s rent was collected, but the 
effort to reduce the arrears, although fairly satisfactory, was not so successful 
as in the previous year. The diminished dividends are explained by the fact 
that' the amount of “ Interest in lieu of Rent ” received from the Land Com- 
mission in respect of the estates recently sold was less in 1910 than in 1909. 
This, however, is a matter of small importance, and is not to be taken as 
indicating that the collection of interest for the year ending November, 1910, 
was less successful than that of the previous year. The amount received as 
interest fluctuates according as the remittances are made by the Land Com- 
mission before or after the 31st of December in any year. A smaller claim for 
a refund of Income Tax paid on the property of the Commissioners, accounts 
for the reduction in Miscellaneous Receipts, less Tax being paid now than 
was formerly the case. 

Expenditure . — Our ordinary expenditure on Estate outgoings, cost of Manage- 
ment, etc., is normal, and is practically the same as that for the previous 
year; but, under the head of Retired Masters’ Annuities, a saving of £50 has 
been effected owing to the death of an annuitant on the Dungannon Endowment 
and to a readjustment in the case of an annuitant on the Banagher Endowment. 
As the result of the shrinkage of income above referred to, the sum applied to 
Educational purposes during the year was reduced by £355, the figures being 
£5,281 12s. 6d. in 1909 and £4,926 14s. 9d. in 1910. 

Balances . — Our Expenditure for the year exceeded our Income by £92 9s. 2d., 
and the sum total of our net credit balances on December 31, 1910, was accord- 
ingly less by that amount than the sum total shown on the corresponding date 
of the previous year. 

Capital . — The sum total of our Capital Account is the same as that for the 
previous year, but a slight change has taken place in two of its items owing to 
the fact that a sum of £4,844 Land Stock, formerly held by the Land Commission 
as “ Guaranteed Deposits,” has been transferred to the Bank of Ireland in the 
names of the Commissioners. 


ULSTER ROYAL SCHOOL ENDOWMENTS. 

General. The Schools sharing in these Endowments continue, on the whole, to be 

efficiently conducted. The returns dealing with the School Rolls, the Educa- 
tional Results, and the condition of the School Buildings are, speaking 
generally, of a satisfactory character. For full particulars on these points we 
would refer to the Reports of our Secretary, who, as Lord Lieutenant’s 
Inspector, visited the various Schools last autumn. These Reports will be 
found in Appendix C, pp. 23-28. 

Numbers. It is satisfactory to report that the total number on the Rolls of the Schools 

selected by the Local Boards for the year 1909-10 is considerably in excess of 
any yet recorded, viz., 820, as compared with 780 for the year 1908-09, and 799 
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for the year 1907-08. This substantial increase (40) on the previous return is 
accounted for by an addition of 12 boarders and 28 day pupils; while the most 
remarkable increases in individual School Rolls are those of St. Eunan s, 
EXkenny f” Collegiate School, Enniskillen, and St. Michael’s School, 
Enniskillen, 10 each; and St. Macarten’s Seminary, Monaghan, 7. 


ULUJ.DJQ..LX.10.U., , — - 

The number of pupils presented for the Intermediate Examinations in 1910 
was 437 or 83 per cent, of the gross Intermediate Bolls. This is a pleasing 
contrast to the year 1909, when the percentage was 75 and it is peculiarly 
satisfactory to record this increase owing to the fact that for the three preceding 
years the percentage had been a constantly diminishing quantity.

Tested by the Intermediate Examinations, the efficiency of the Schools, taken niid.no, 
as a whole, continues creditable, the percentage of passes being 60 This 
result shows a falling off as compared with last year when the percentage was 
62 but it is to be noted that the general results for the country as a whole also 
show a reduction this year, the general percentage of Passes being 53 as com- 
pared with 55 in 1908, and it may further be noted that the reduction is the 
same in each case, viz., 2 per cent. 


The foregoing figures show that the results for the particular Schools with 
which we are dealing still maintain their superiority over the results for the 
Schools generally throughout the country, and for the second year m succession 
that superiority is represented by a percentage of 7. 

With one exception the state of the School Buildings may fee regarded as Soh ..^ 
satisfactory The exception is Eaphoe Boyal School, which, both internally 
Srexternllly, stands in much need of attention. Out of their narrow resources 
the Local Board have done what they could to repair the ravages of time, but 
a special effort will be necessary if the premises are to be put into a condition 
really suitable for their purpose. 

Of the twelve Schools selected by the Local Boards of Education we are 
satisfied that eleven have fulfilled the conditions prescribed by the Scheme to 
qualify them to share in the Endowments of their respective districts. We 
accented as evidence of this qualification the Certificate _ of the Loid 
Lieutenant’s Inspector, who visited each of the Schools m September, 

1910. See Appendix C, pp. 23-25. Particulars as to the disqualification of the 
twelfth School are also set forth in the same Appendix, p. 25. 

We print in Appendix D, pp. 30-44, the Annual Reports of the Local Boards Lod Eo«d. 
of Education. The amount distributed among those Boards for the benefit of 
their respective School Districts was £3,384, allocated as follows: Aim : ag , 

£480; Cavan, £263 ; Donegal, £209; Fermanagh, £972; and Tyione, £1,440. 

We also paid to the Cavan Roman Catholic Board and to the Fermanagh 
Roman Catholic Board, the income of their respective Buildings Funds ; and 
to the Fermanagh Protestant Board the rent received for Portora Point. 


OTHER ENDOWMENTS. 

Preston Endowment.— The gross income of this Endowment for the ! ywuq 
including dividends on the separate Capital Accounts of the Navan and Abb y 
leix Schools, and small Miscellaneous Receipts was £951 11s. 3d. . whichmav be 
rRcrarded as normal It is some £200 less than that for 1909 and about tne 
same amount in excess of that for 1908, the variation being due tc > a d ^“ e “ 6 f 
in the sums paid over by the Land Commission m respect of Interest m lieu 
Rent ” The amounts allocated to the several Schools having claims on th^ 
Endowment, after payment of the necessary outgoings, were as follow . 
Kino’s Hospital, Oxinantown, £168 14s. 6d.; Preston School, Navan, £389 8s. 
2d.; And Preston School, Abbeyleix, £319 19s. 

Preston School, Navan.— On page 29 we print the Report of * h e Lord Lieu^ 
tenant’s Inspector. We regret to say that in respect of attendance the Returns 
accompanying the Report are not encouraging. The drop m the School RoL. 
noticeable for years, still continues, the figures for 1910 being 17 on Roll ,and 
13 in average attendance. During the year one pupil passed the Intermediate 
Examinations, and two were successful in Trinity College, Dublin. 
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Preston School, Abbeyleise. — We print, infra, page 29, the Report of the Lord 
Lieutenant’s Inspector on this School. The Roll is not quite so strong as that 
of last year, 25 taking the place of 27. Of the 15 in the Intermediate Class, 10 
were presented for examination, and 7 passed, that is 70 per cent, a creditable 
result. 

Carysfort Endowment . — The number of Schools receiving grants from this 
Endowment still continues to be five, two being under Protestant and three 
under Roman. Catholic management. The total sum available for educational 
purposes was £144, which we divided equally between the two religious denom- 
inations. Judged by the Report of the National Board Inspectors, the 
educational efficiency of the Schools is higher than that of last year. On the 
present occasion they are classified as follows : — One “ very good’” one “ good,” 
and three “ Fair,” whereas in the previous year one was pronounced “ Good,” 
three “ Fair,” and one “ Middling.” In the case of one of the Schools the 
unsuitable nature of the premises, previously referred to, still continues. But 
a site for a new building has been acquired, and it only remains to obtain the 
sanction of the Commissioners of National Education to the usual grant in aid. 


The Leamy Endowment, Limerick. — During the year we distributed between 
the Leamy Local Boards of Education the sum of £234 16s. 5d. The two 
Schools sharing in the Endowment continue to be conducted in a satisfactory 
manner, as shown by the Report of the Lord Lieutenant’s Inspector, which 
is given infra, p. 29. 

The Viscount Limerick Endowment, Dundalk . — Three Schools established 
their claim to share in this Endowment, namely : — St. Mary’s College, Dundalk, 
for thirty-two pupils; the Educational Institution, Dundalk, for twenty-six 
pupils ; and Christian Schools, Dundalk, for one pupil. We divided the sum 
of £53 16s. 9d. between them, in proportion to these numbers. 


Bank's Endowment, Ey recourt . — The Trustees of this Endowment having again 
failed to submit a plan for its application, we consulted the Manager of Eyre- 
court National School, in accordance with Sec. 6 of Scheme No! 128, and 
decided to continue the application of the funds to the same purpose to which 
they had been applied in tlie seven preceding years, viz., the teaching of such 
technical subjects as Shirt-making, Knitting, &c., in that School. The sum 
available was £16 9s. 5d. The results of the Needlework Institution are pro- 
nounced “ highly creditable,” and during the year a further branch of technical 
education, viz., cookery, has been added, for which purpose a well equipped 
kitchen has been provided in the new School premises. 

The Diocesan Schools and Banagher Royal School Endowments . — We paid the 
following sums as prizes to preparatory grade pupils in the various localities 
on condition that the money snould be applied towards the payment of the 
winners’ school fees for the ensuing year:— £12 to pupils of Schools in the 
Dioceses of Leighlm and Ossory, £26 to pupils of Schools in the Dioceses of 
Meath and Ardagh, £28 to pupils of Schools in the Dioceses of Tuam Killala 
and Achonry, and £40 to pupils of Schools in King’s County (Banagher Roval 
School District). In Connection with the Banagher Endowment it is to be 
noted that this is the first occasion on which we have been able to allocate the 
prizes m the manner originally intended, viz, five prizes (£24) to Boys and 
three prizes (£16) to Girls. ' * x 


Lattone School {Anne Hull Endowment).— The Lord Lieutenant’s Inspector 
reports There is a better tone m the School amongst the pupils, and I 
believe the educational work is carried on as satisfactorily as circumstances 
permit. With regard to the repair of the old School House, sanctioned some- 
time since, and which has not yet been commenced, the Inspector says : “ The 

Manager of the School reports that in consequence of a large amount of buildinv 
work that is now in progress in the district he is quite unable to have the work 
done. He promises, however, to put the work in hand at an early date.” 

Limerick Diocesan School Endowment . — There was no expenditure in respect of 
this Endowment during the year, and on December 31st last, the property in 
our possession, m addition to the School premises, consisted of £63 l Is 6d 
Uovernment Stock, £179 13s. lid. Railway Stock, and £61 7s. 4d. cash. 
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Estate Management. 

t„ Appendix B IV and V., p. 22, we give Summaries of our Rentals for the 
vear W 08 9 toekher with our Agents’ Accounts for the corresponding 
periods As compared with the previous year, the gross rental shows a decrease 
Of £10 19s 8d the figures being £1,834 14s.

Health. — With one exception, the schools were free from anything in the nature of infectious 
diseases during the year. But in the early Spring colds were very prevalent, and most of the schools 
suffered in the matter of regularity of attendance. 

Free Places.— All the schools advertised “ Free Education ” for at least two pupils as prescribed 
by Section 59 of the Scheme. The Ladies’ Collegiate School, Enniskillen, attracted no applicants 
and in three cases— Cavan Royal School, Enniskillen Royal School, and St. Michael’s, Enniskillen— 
there was no competition, the number of candidates not exceeding the number of places offered. 
For the other schools the applications were fairly numerous, and the standard of excellence reached 
by the successful candidates was creditable — in some cases distinctly so. 

Focal Boards— Speaking generally, the various Local Boards have duly observed the provisions 
of the Scheme. Minutes and accounts are, for the most part, well kept, but, as in previous years 
the attendance of members leaves much to be desired in some cases. In one instance, three out of 
the four laymen on the Board wex-e disqualified for faulty attendance during the year.' In another 
much difficulty was experienced, on more than one occasion, in securing a quorum. 

„ Ladies’ Collegiate School, Enniskillen. — Again I find myself unable to certify this school as 
qualified ” to share in the Ulster Royal School Endowments. The conditions in which it has been 
found wanting for the school year just concluded are : — 

1. The Scheme requires that there should have been twenty pupils of the prescribed age 

receiving Intermediate Education during the year. There were only sixteen such pupils. ° 

2. The Scheme requires that at least seven pupils from the School should have “ passed ” at 

the recent Intermediate Examinations. The number who 60 passed was only four.

The records of the Board are fully and neatly kept. Judging by the number of meetings held 
and the attendances, the majority of the members take an interest in the working of the 
School, and it is reasonable to expect that a movement to raise funds for the improvement 
oi the premises would be successful if taken up energetically by the local Board— more 
especially as substantial encouragement has already been received from an outside source 


Raphoe Royal School— The School Roll shows an increase of four, notwithstanding the fact that 
the boarding department for girls has been discontinued. The Intermediate results are again 
disappointing, the percentage of “ Passes ” being only 31, and again the weak subjects are 
Latin and French. The fatalities occurred principally in the higher Grades; the Preparatory 
Grade class was fairly successful, and, as heretofore, the Mathematical and Science subjects— 
taught by the Head Master — were creditable all round. 


Many improvements have been effected in Foster House, in view of the new tenancy recently 
sanctioned, but the condition of the School premises needs early attention. The ’following 
points are pressing The external walls and woodwork, the ceiling of the girls’ class room, 
the rere entrance to the dining room, the question of extra bath accommodation. 


VI. — Donegal Roman Catholic Board of Education . — 

The clerical members are regular in their attendance at Board meetings, but some of the lay 
members leave much to be desired in this respect. One gentleman failed to score a single 
attendance during the year. Meetings are regularly held, and the provisions of the Scheme 
are duly observed. 

St. Eunan’s Seminary, Lettcrkenny .— This School has now the fine roll of 8G— an increase of 
13— the number of boarders being 76. The percentage of “Passes,” viz., 65, is very 
respectable, and is an improvement on that of last year-, but it falls short of some previous 
records of St. Eunan’s. The Senior Grade class was a particularly good one, 8 pupils 
passing out of 9 presented. The failures are accounted for by weakness in Languages, and 
principally in French. This subject evidently requires close' attention. Mathematical 
subjects still continue satisfactory. The domestic arrangements are well nigh perfect. 
The signs of dampness are still apparent, but hopes are entertained that they may dry out. 

VII. — Fermanagh Protestant Board of Education. 

Three changes have taken place in the personnel of the Board, Doctor Ternan, Mr. Stewart, 
and Mr. Mitchell being succeeded by Messrs. Pringle, Calvert, and Gordon, respectively’. 
Meetings are regularly held, the attendance of members, generally, is good; much attention 
is given to matter's of finance, and the most is made of the Endowment at the disposal 
of the Board. The question of extra bath accommodation has been considered, but no 
definite steps have as yet been taken in this direction. 

Royal School, Enniskillen. — It is satisfactory to note a slight increase in the School Roll— 94 
taking the place of 92 — as a. contrast to the reductions of the three preceding years. The 
number of Passes ” (22) at the recent Intermediate Examinations reaches the high standard 
of 70 per cent., but then it is to be remembered that the number examined (31) was far 
from exhaustive, and, taken by itself, this result is scarcely what one would be inclined to 
expect from a School with the reputation and resources of Portora. On the other hand, 
allowance must be made for the serious handicap to School work caused by illness during 
the year. Judged by the Intermediate results, French and English are much improved. 
Mathematics are satisfactory — so too is the Report of the Department on the Science Teaching. 
There were 12 pupils in the Commercial Class on the day of my visit. Again I would 
urge that aspirants to this class should, as far as possible, be compelled to read an Intermediate 
Course, and, further, now that a highly qualified Master has been secured, candidates should 
be encouraged to read for high class appointments. But, of course, I recognise that it is 
impossible to insist on the latter, unless a fair general education has first been secured. As 
remarked in a previous report, the attendance of day pupils is not so regular as it might be. 
The front of the premises, generally, including the woodwork of the windows, and the Head 
Master’s porch, needs re-colouring. Dampness is penetrating through ceiling over staircase. 

Ladies Collegiate School. — The following is my Report to the Commissioners of Education in 
Ireland : — 

Ladies Collegiate School, Enniskillen. — Again I find myself unable to certify this School as 
qualified to share in the Ulster Royal School Endowments. The conditions in which it 
lias been found wanting for the School year just concluded are : — 

1. The Scheme requires that there should have been twenty pupils of the prescribed age 

receiving Intermediate Education during the year. There were only sixteen such 
pupils. 

2. The Scheme requires that at least seven pupils from the School should have ‘ passed ’ 

at the recent Intermediate Examinations. The number who so passed was only four. 

I regret to be unable to find the School ‘ qualified,’ but I should think that, in view of the 
recent addition to the School Roll, the Head Mistress is now within reasonable distance of 
fulfilling the conditions in which she has hitherto been found wanting.” 

VIII. — Fermanagh Roman Catholic Board of Education. 

Two new members have come to the Board since the date of my last Report. Canon 'Keown 
succeeds Monsignor Smollen (deceased), and Mr. Toal succeeds Mr. Kiernan (resigned). I 
am glad to note that the Board have taken into serious consideration the state of the finances. 
At the close of 1909 their debit balance was £777, an increase of nearly £300 on that of the 
previous year; but economies, recently effected, should, I think, soon improve matters. The 
accounts are written up to date, and the minutes fully and neatly kept.
